Premier Mussvlim tonight sent a 
wire to the king assuring him of the 
devotion of the entire nation, and also 
wired the prefect at Milan to send 
flowers to the families of all the vic 


tims. 


Defies His Enemies. 

“TI am sure that Milan is powerfully 
Fascist and will answer these acts of 
surviving criminality with a cry more 
intense than ever, in the future of the 
nation and régime. 
not prevail,” said the telegram\.- 

As a token of the solidarity in in- 
dignation against the crime, Rome and 
every city in Italy tonight is gayly 
illuminated. Flags and flowers are on 
every public building. 

King Victor Emmanuel's arrival at 
Milan this morning, where he was 
hailed by large crowds at the station, 
gave no forecast of the harrowing 
scenes which were to follow shortly 
after in Piazza Giulio Cesare. The} 
huge crowds and imposing parade 
which met the king at the station fol- 
lowed his carriage a short distance 
toward the royal palace, but befére 
his arrival there orders were given to 
the paraders to go directly to the exhi- 
bition grounds. The king proceeded 
to the royal palace, then to the. fair, 
by another route.

ATHENS REVEALS |WALSH ASSAILS °

Seasickness Cure 
Is Discovered by | 
U. of C. Professors 


Two University of Chicago physi- 
cians have discovered what has proved 
a successful treatment of seasickness, 
relieving the sufferer within four 
hours after being stricken, according 
to a report of their studies to appear 
today in the Journal of the American 
Medical association. 

Dr. J. Frank Pearey and Dr. Daniel 
B. Hayden, both on the faculty of the 
University of Chicago Medical school 
and members of the department of 
Otolaryngaqlogy of Rush Medical col- 


lege, are the men who have directed 
their research towards ridding ocean 
travel of this bugaboo.
